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The Press And The American Revolution 
Smashing Victory Scored by Stark

He was a crotchety man, 
some said cantankerous. He 
was also a man of raw 
courage, who had leadership 
qualities. 
This had 
been 
proven in many battles. 
When he was asked (July 
1777) to raise and command 
a brigade of New Hampshire 
men, John Stark agreed to 
fight again to protect his 
native soil. 
Earlier in the year, Stark 
had resigned his commission 
in the Continental Army and 
gone home in disgust. The 
tall, 
sinewy 
man 
with 
piercing blue eyes and set 
jaw had led New Hampshire 
militia at Bunker Hill; and 
he had fought 
hard at 
Trenton and Princeton. Yet 
the 
politicians 
at 
Philadelphia had promoted a 
number of junior colonels to 
the 
rank 
of 
brigadier 
general, 
ignoring 
him. 
Proud, sensitive and jealous 
of his honor, John Stark had 
angrily retired. 
Situation Arises 
But now there 
was a 
dangerous situation facing 
the 
H am pshire 
G rants 
i Vermont) and perhaps even 
New 
Hampshire itself. A 


large British army under 
Gen. John Burgoyne had 
invaded New 
York from 
Canada. It was making its 
way ponderously through the 
wilderness south of Lake 
Cham plain, 
heading 
for 
Albany. There was talk that 
the 
enem y—increasingly 
pressed for supplies and 
horses—was planning an 
expedition 
into 
New’ 
England. 
Burgoyne’s Indian allies 
had gotten out of hand, too. 
Despite British efforts to 
restrain the natives, horrible 
atrocities occurred. News of

angered the settlers. And the 
shooting and scalping of 
Jane McCrea, a beautiful 
white girl with long, blonde 
hair, stirred up intense 
hatred of the invaders. 
Reports Printed 
T h e 
P e n n s y l v a n i a 
Evening Post (Aug. 12, 1777) 
carried a 
report 
about 
Indian 
outrages; 
“ The

horrible actions committed 
by his (Burgoyne’s) scouting 
parties on single unarmed 
men and defenseless women, 
are sufficient to give every 
man a thorough detestation 
of their whole conduct ’ 
John Stark agreed to 
organize the militia, 
but 
there was one simple con­ 


dition ll would in* u New 
Hampshire force, and he 
would be accountable only to 
the General Court of the 
State. He would have nothing 
to do with Congress. Nor 
would he take orders from 
the 
Continental 
Army, 
especially 
from 
that 
“damned Dutchman," Gen. 
Philip Schuyler of New 
York. 
Recruitment Easy 
It was no great task for a 
man of Stark’s reputation to 
rally 
New 
H am pshire 
militia. Within a week after 
accepting the commission 
(July 18, 1777) he had 
recruited about 1500 men, 
and by early August had 
moved 
them 
w estw ard 
across 
the 
Connecticut 
River. At Manchester, Vt., 
he found a force of Green 
Mountain Boys under the 
leadership of Seth Warner. 
General 
Schuyler, com­ 
mander of the Continental 
Army in the north, sent Maj. 
Gen Benjamin Lincoln with 
orders for Stark to march his 
forces toward the Hudson 
River 
to 
strengthen 
Schuyler’s army. Defiantly 
and emphatically John Stark 
refused to comply with the 
order 
Moves South 
Instead he moved his men 
southw ard to Bennington 
where the Americans had 
gathered a 
quantity 
of 
military supplies. As events 
developed, it was a most 
fortunate decision. 
Burgoyne 
had 
first 
planned a foraging raid 
tow ard M anchester, Vt., 
Then he learned about rebel 
stories of food, ammunition, 
horses and oxen at Ben­ 
nington. Hoping to capture 
these supplies and animals 
without much trouble, he 
sent out a mixed force of 
about 800 men led by a 
German officer, Lt. 
Col. 
Friendrich Baum. 
How fortunate for 
fw Ajnerfeans that, beca 
i 
his “insubordination." 
Stark’s small 
army 


to which Baum was heading! 
Poor Leader 
Colonel Baum was hardly 
a good choice to lead this 
mission. How a man unable 
to speak one word of English 
could manage a campaign in 
a region where he would find 
few friends is hard to un 
derstand. 
In retrospect, however, it 
appears that the raid into 
Vermont was doomed from 
the start. As he proceeded, 
Baum got news that made 
him apprehensive, and he 
sent 
back 
for 
rein ­ 
forcements. He then pushed 
on toward Bennington. 
Vermont had never seen 
sugh a sight. Nor would she 
again. Along with some 
British 
grenadiers 
and 
Indians came a horseless 
German Dragoon regiment 
Waddling 
through 
the 
underbrush in their heavy 
thigh-high jackboots, the 
dragoons constantly got 
their cumbersome swards 
tangled iii the bushes. And 
this strange invasion of 
Vermont was heralded by 
the music of a German 
military band! 
Americans Ready 
As 
Baum 
approached 
Bennington he learned the 
truth of the matter. By now 
Stark had been joined by 
Vermont and Massachusetts 
men. The American force 
now numbered about 2,000. 
About 400 more militia under 
Colonel Warner were or­ 
dered to hurry south from 
Manchester. 
The inept Baum decided to 
take a defensive position. He 
probably 
should 
have 
retreated immediately 


Given this situation, John 
Stark was determined to 
attack 
before 
rein­ 
forcem ents reached 
the 
royal forces. It was quite 
common 
then 
for com ­ 
manders to stir up their 
men's emotions with bat­ 
tlefield oratory, and it was 
entirely in keeping with 
Stark s character for him to 
do so. 
Legend (often repeated) 
has it that as he prepared for 
the assault, he mounted his 
horse and shouted, 
“See 
there men! There they are! 
W e ll beat them before night. 
or Molly Stark will be a 
widow.” 
Enemy Routed 
In the action that followed 
(Aug. 16, 1777), the enemy 
troops 
were 
routed 
with 
heavy 
losses 
by 
the 
Americans; Colonel Baum 
him self 
was 
m ortally 
wounded. 
Except for the Indians, 
most of whom got away, 
practically all of the raiding 
force were either killed or 
captured. 
Although 
the 
elated militia immediately 
began 
looting 
and 
celebrating, the fighting was 
not all over that day near 
Bennington. 
A 
slow-moving 
relief 
detachment of about 650 
Hessians under Lt. Col. 
Heinrich Breymann, which 
had not arrived in time to 
save Baum, finally came 
upon the battle scene. This 
German was a tough fighter, 
and for a time he made 
things 
hot 
for 
the 
Americans. 
Reinforcements Arrive 
F o r t u n a t e l y . 
Colonel 


W arner’s men had arrived, 
and Breymann (wounded in 
the leg and with five bullet 
holes in his uniform) had to 
fall back. After dark he 
managed to escape with 
about two-thirds of his men. 
B ritish 
losses 
in 
the 
Bennington debacle were a 
bitter blow’. Over 900 of the 
raiding forces failed to 
return; 207 were dead on the 
battlefield and 700 prisoners 
had surrendered. 
The 
Am ericans 
also 
captured much valuable 
equipment - several hundred 
muskets, four brass cannon, 
about 250 swords and four 
ammunition wagons. Patriot 
losses totalled about 80 
casualties. 
Army Crippled 
General Burgoyne had not 
only failed to obtain much 
needed supplies, but also had 
lost a sizable part of his 
army. 
In 
addition, 
his 
position in the upper Hudson 
valley 
becam e 
m ore 
precarious as the gathering 
American forces threatened 
to cut his long supply line 
and block his route to 
Albany. In effect. Burgoyne 
never recovered from the 
battle of Bennington 
With the stage set for the 
defeat of the British at 
Saratoga, American morale 
was greatly boosted by 


Bennington, For John Stark 
it was a sweet if somewhat 
lucky victory, but he had 
won a smashing triumph 
over 
trained 
European 
soldiers with undisciplined 


but 
determined 
militia, 
mostly innocent of the arts of 
war. * Shortly, 
Congress 
commissioned John Stark a 
brigadier general 
in the 
Continental Army.

modify the Supreme Court’s 
ban on prayer in the public 
schools. 
The measure reads: 
“The board of education of 
each town and of each 
regional school district shall 
provide opportunity at the 
start of each school day to 
allow those students and 
teachers who wish to do so, 
the qiportunity to observe 
such

silent 
meditation.” 
“This is simply a cosmetic 
form of school prayer,” 
according to William Olds of 
the 
Connecticut 
Civil 
Liberties Union. 
Olds said he opposes the 
act because he believes “it 
represents an effort to 
subvert the U.S. Sufx^me 
Court 
decision 
against 
compulsory prayers.” 
The Supreme Court, in 
sei'eral decisions now more 
than a decade old, has struck 
down laws providing for any 
reading or reciting 
of 
prayers or Bible passages. 
In 
its 
most 
famous 
decision, Engel v. Vitale, in 
which the court declared 
unconstitutional a verbal 
prayer devised by the New 
York Board of Regents, the 
court said: 
“Neither the fact that the 
p r a y e r 
m a y b e 
denominationally 
neutral 
nor the fact that its ob­ 
servance on the part of tlw 
students is voluntary can 
serve to free it from the 
limitatiiHis of the Establish­ 
ment Gause.” 
The question becom e 
whether or not meditation is 
prayer. 
Olds contends that is abd 
the rec«xl (rf the debate on 
the matter suggests that the 
state legislators were in­ 
tending to institute a form of 
prayer.

Do not let water 
stand in the saucer under the pot. My friend says she has 
also done a rather unorthodox thing when hers are not 
doing too well. She puts the plant under the faucet with 
the water running very warm and washes the plant. I his 
provides such a shock that they usually start to bloom. 
She knows of no professional authority for this but it has 
worked for her.
